T is not certain 8 Deliverance i it was 1 5 oc⸗ 
calion'd the Pſalmiſt to exhort the People to 
Thankſgiving ſo earneſtly. and frequently, as 
he does in this Pſalm: It is enough that there was 
Reaſon for ſo doing, and therefore the Words of the 
Text are general, and as applicable to any other 
People, as to the Fews—Let them give thanks, whoſo- 
ever they are, and whereſgever they live, whom the 


Enemy. 
wrought for a Nation, and his Deliverance. of it 


ſufficient Ground and Reaſon for Thankſgiving, I 


will firſt conſider this in Senerai, and then apply it 


in particular. 

Fir, The Redemption and Deliverance of a Na- 
tion, from the Hand of che Enemy, is a moſt reaſon- 
able and juſt Occaſion of Thankſgiving to God, 
The Evils Men eſcape, are. juſtly. reckon'd as fo 
many Mercies received, and Mercies received are 
the only proper Subjects of Thankſgiving ; and 
therefore tis moſt reaſonable and fir, That they ſbowld 
reve Thanks. whom the Lord hath redeemed and delivered 
* * hand of: the e i. e. from A the Evils and 
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Lord bath redeemed and—delivered N the hand of the 
The ot A Gow any Evil, chat God hath. 


I from the Hand of the Enemy, is certainly a moſt 
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EP”  Calamities of War. Whatever can make Life deſirable 


is hazarded in War; and the beſt End that Men 
propole by War, is to incline and force the Adver:- 
fary to Reaſon and Juſtice, ro good Ferms and 2 


Deſire of Peace, by the Senſe of their preſent Suffer - 


ings, and by the Fears of greater. So that the very 
End of War is doing Miſchief to Mankind, in order 
to bring them to Reaſon: And therefore whatever 
Miſchiefs a Man can ſuffer, with reſpect to the free 
Exerciſe of his Religion, the Serving God, in Time, 
and Place, and decent Order; and with reſpect to 
his Eſtate and Fortune, the Enjoying the Fruits of 
his Labour, or the Inheritance of his Anceſtors ; or 
with reſpect to the Life and Safety of himſelf and 
Friends: Whatever Miſchiefs any one can ſuffer, 
with reſpect to any of theſe particulars, he may ex- 
& them reaſonably from War, there is nothing fo 
ikely to bring them on him, as the Sword of War: 
That is the Executioner of God's ſevereſt Vengeance, 
with reſpect to the Community. It ſpreads more 
Miſchief, carries more Misfortunes, than any Infſtru- 
ment of God's Anger. And therefore, to be freed 
from the Hand of the Enemy, is to be freed from almoſt 
all the Evils that a Man can undergo, and therefore 
fuch Deliverance well deſerves a Thankſgiving. 
Now fuch Deliverance is faid to be of God, not 
only when he aflifts in a miraculous and viſible Man- 
ner, and when the Means are apparently Divine, or 
diſproportioned to the End they work; but when 
there appears nothing of God immediately in it, 
when nothing extraordinary or unuſual happens, 
but ſecond Cauſes work their natural Effeas, and 
Strength, and Force,. and Numbers, Advantage of 
Ground, Plenty of Proviſion, Wind, and Sun, pro- 
duce their uſual Fruits and Conſequences. God 
works Deliverances by theſe, as certainly as by his 
Miracles. And wholoever reads the Pſalms of David, 
and knows his Hiſtory withall, will ſee all his great 
{of ö Victories, 
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. 
Vickories, and his Eſcapes, attributed to God's Hand 

in a Manner marvellous and extraordinary; When 
yet they were brought about, as Victories and grea 
Deliverances are now a-days, by great Armies an 
good Conduct, by Force and Subtlety, by Strengt! 
and Stratagem. Thus in Pſalm xvii. The Lord is my Rock” 
and my Fortreſs, amd Deli verer, the God of my Stren th, ; 
in him will 1 truſt : He is my Shield, and the Horn of my 
Salvation, my high Tower and my Refuge, my Saviour, 
thou ſaveſt me from violence: I will call upon the Lord who 
is worthy to be praiſed; ſo ſhall 1 be ſaved from mine Enemies: 
The ſorrows of Hell corp td me about, the [nares of. Death 
prevented me : In my diſtreſs I called upon the Lord, and 
crzed unto my God, and be did hear my Voice: Then the 
Earth (hook and trembled, the Foundations of Heawin ſhook 


Feet; be rode upon the Cherubim, and came flying upon the 
Wings of the Wind, The Lord thundered from Heaven, and 
the moſt High uttered bis Voice; be ſent out Arrows and ſcat- 
tered them, Lightning and diſcomfited them ; The Channels 
of the Sea appeared, the foundations of the World were diſco- + 
wered, at the rebuking of the Lord, at the blaſt of the breath © 
of bis diſpleaſure. He ſent from above, he took me, he drew 
me out of many Waters. He delivered me from my ſtrongeſt 


mighty for me. God is my Strength and Power, and maketh 
my way perfect. He maketh my feet like Harts feet, and 
ſetteth me up on high. He teacheth my Hands to war, . ſo 
that mine Arm ſhall break even a bow. of feel. It is God 
that avengeth,me, and bringeth me forth from mine Enemies; 
He it the Tower of Salvation to his King, and ſheweth Mer- 
cy to bis Anointed for evermore, Without remembring 
David's Hiſtory, one would imagin that Heaven and 
Earth were moved on his behalf, and that the Courſe 


was covered by continual Miracles, from all At- 
tempts, ſecret and open. And yet the Title of this 


and were moved, becauſe he was wrath.

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Pſalm tells us, it was a Song of Thankſgiving,” that Da. 
vid [aig in the Day that the Lord delivered him from" the 
band of. all bis Enemies, and from the band of Saul: And 
by n=Biftory we know that no Miracle was ever 
, Wrought in his Favour, nothing Supetnatural or Sur- 
Prins done in all his Liſe, but what great Courage 
and. great Conduct, with the Bleſſing of God, might 
Well have compaſſed. But from hence, we may learn 
theſe few things, 1. That the Hifory mult ſtill be con- 
ſulted in explaining the Pſalms. 2. That the Fewiſh 
Expreflion, and indeed the Expreſſion of all the 
People that dwell Eaſteruly, is full of Pomp and Am- 
plification, of Fancy and Hyperbole, and is not 
therefore to be taken in its large and literal Senſe, 
but in a Sober and reſtraihed one. And 3. That whar- 
ever God is ſaid, in all theſe Paſſages,” to do With 
fo mbch Majeſty and Might, with ſo great Power 
and Wonder, is done by human Means, and human 
Inſtruments, and in an ordinary. and natural Courſe, 
by human Strength and cunning, by Vigilance, 
Activity, by finding and by taking hold of Oppor- 
tituries,, by common Armies, by Horſe and Foot, 
by Bows and Arrows, Swords and Spears, Shields and 
other Inſtruments of Death and of Defence. All that 
is here attributed to God, is done by thefe, in the 
Hands of Men of Coutage and Experience, which is 
his Arm and Sword, And therefore the Deliverances 
that all Men elſe have had from Enemies or other 
Evils, both may and gught to be aſcribed to God, as 
Well as theſe; his Hand is ſtill the fame, his Power 
Hot ſhorthed ; and therefore our Gratitude is full as 
Aue as rheirs, for all che Mercies We receive; it is 
from Him alone; chat all our Bleſlings comm. 
Nor is it only the Deliverahce from an Enemies 
Atmy, that David aſctibes to God, but his Deliveran- 
Fes from any Exils or Miſchiets deſigg'd againſt him- 
fllelf in private. « Thus when Saul privacely put poſed 
TY Death, and it was Cilcoveted'to Him by Jonathan; 
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and when he alſo ſent Meſſengers to David's Houſe 
to watch him, and to ſlay him in the Morning, and 
it was diſcovered and defeated by his Daughter 
Michal,” David's Wife, who told him If thou” Ja* 
weſt not thy Life, thou ſhalt be ſtain th morrow,—— and 
helped to convey him ſafe away. He gives the 
Praiſe and Glory of theſe Deliverances to God a 
lone, tho? the Diſcoveries were made by People from 
whom ſuch Kindneſſes might reaſonably have been 
expected, a Wife, and a generous Friend and Bro- 
ther in-law. And yet, upon this Occaſion he com. 
poſed the 59th Plalm— God i, m Defence, the 
God of Mercy ſhall prevent me, God ſball let me ſee 'my 
Deſire upon mine Enemies. Unto thee, O my Strength, will 
I (ing, for God is my Defence, and my moſt merciful God: 
And therefore tis but reaſonable to aſcribe to'Godz 
Deliverances of any ſort, by any Means and Inftrus 
ments lawful and honeſt. It was God that delivered 
David by the Meſſengers and Informations of Fona- . 
than and Michal, from being privately Aſſaſſinated, 

as well as from falling into the Hands of his Open 
Enemies, by his own extraordinary Courage and 
Conduct, and by the Affections of his People, and 
the Valour of his Soldiers; and therefore Praiſe and 
Thanks are to be aſcribed and given to God, as 
certainly when he employs the leaſt, and the moſt 
incenſiderable Inſtruments, as when he uſes greater. 
All theſe things appear ſo evident and Nelongble, 
that it were but loſs of Time to prove them. There 
is no Scruple or Objection to this Exhortation of the 
Pſalmiſt ; it is aſſented to, as ſoon as asked, that They 
ſhould give Thanks whom the Lord hath redeemed, and deli- 
vered from the band of the Enemy: We have therefore 
only to ſee; in the Application, what Reaſon we have 
now to give God Thanks, by conſidering from whar 
Evils we have been redeemed, and from what Ene- 
mies we have been delivered. The Evils we have 
MEI.

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been delivered from, are all the Miſeries and Calami- 
ties which conſtantly attend à Civil and Inteſtine War. 
Theſe we muſt have undergone, as long as any Enemies 
Wouſd have appeared againſt the King, altho' his Arms 
had been at laſt Succelsful: But had the Rebels pre- 
vatled, the Evils then muſt have been numberleſs and 
endleis; the Wie me haye been Depoſed and 
Murthered, and ſo mult all his Family that had not 
Fled; the Conſequence of this muſt have been, that 
no Proteſtant Prince muſt ever have ruled in this 
Nation again. The Conſequence of that muſt ne- 
ceffarily be, the Eftabliſhing a Succeſſion of Popiſh 
Princes for ever; and what lefs will follow. from 


' thence, than the rooting out the Proteſtant ,Religi- 7 
on in theſe Kingdoms for ever, and ſettling Popery D 
"ever, in its ſtead? And what will then become ah 


in time of all our Laws and boaſted Liberties? F 
Theſe are not Conſequences, which the Proclama- gf 
tion, for Obſervance of this Day, has drawn, and D. 
which I repeat from it only for Amplification's fake, 
and to beget Aſtoniſnment and Dread in Peoples N th. 
Hearts, without Cauſe; but they are ſuch as make 
themſelves, ſuch as are Natural and Unavoidable; 
ſuch as muſt follow, if free Agents may act freely, 
and Natural Cauſes 88 their Natural Effects ed. 
Such as are only poſſible nor to, bappen, if God by 2 Hthe 
wonderful Power, intervene not to hinder them, 


which becauſe we have no Reaſon to expect, we have 0 
no Reaſon ro ſuppoſe. And they are ſuch as yon nel 
Pour ſelves ſhall be Judges of. Had the King's For- Nas 


ces heen defeated either in England or Scotland, you of 
are not to imagine chat there had been an End i 
the War; more Forces had been raiſed and ſent to 
their Aſſiſtance. A King and Parliament agreeing, 
are not ſo ſoon Vanquiſhed. I believe we have not 
one Inſtance in all our Hiſtory, of a King overgome 
by his Rival Adverſary, whoſe Cauſe and Title the

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Parliament did heartily eſpouſe, as. is the preſent 
Caſe; and therefore all their Legiſlative Power, their 
Incereſt, and their Wealth, would certainly hae 
been exerted, in raifing and maintaining Armies for 
fupporting and eſtabliſhing the preſent Government, 
from time to time as there ſhould be Occaſion. '//'!- 
- Examples are only as ſo many Snares, to flight and 
inconſiderate People, who only view them on the 
Side they like: Becauſe a Revolution in favour of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and of the Laws and Liberties 
of the Nation was ſo eaſily brought about, therefore 
the hot and thoughtleſs Meads of the Conſpirators, 
imagined ſuch another might be brought about, witii 
as much Eaſe, if they could work the People into 
Diſcontents and Diſaffection to the Government; 
and a Seditious Difpoſition, by idle Tales, and 
groundleſs Calumnies, as ridiculous as they are falſe, 
and by revival of that ſenſeleſs Outcry of the Chureb's 
Danger, of which they were never yet able to make 

one tolerable Proof, to the Conviction of any fober, 
thoughtful, and obſerving Man. ; E bog 
By theſe Means, however, they have made ſhift to 
lead Caprive abundance of filly, noiſy, and ourrage- 
ous Women, and to ſeduce great numbers of decay- 
ed, idle, and diſorderly Men, whoſe Ignorance makes 
them credulous, and diſpoſes them to ſwallow any 
Stories that are told them, tho' never fo improbable; 
and whoſe neceſſitous Condition keeps them in readi- 
neſs for Tumult, and to follow the Directions of ſuch 
as ſecretly abet and favour the deſigned Change, in hopes 
of ſome Encouragement for the preſent, and finding 
their Account in it hereafter. Theſe are the People 
for the moſt part, that, had the Rebels prevail'd'a lit- 
tle at firſt, would probably have riſen in divers quar- 
ters of the Kingdom, and joined them as ſqpn as they 
could conveniently ; and might thereby have made 
their Army numerous, To theſe we may allo add, 

| | without 
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without doubt, a number: of Men - of better Quality; 
ſome of unmeafurable Ambition, ſome diſcontented 
and diſappointed of their Hopes, others of broken 
Fortunes, deep in Debt, and overwhelm'd with Mort- 

age, others obnoxious to the Government, and de- 
pairing, of Forgivenels. A Body thus compoſed 
and formed, muſt needs be able to do an infinite 
deal of Miſchief, to deſolate and ravage many Coun- 
tries, to. burn and pillage many Towns and ſingle 
Houſes, to rob, abuſe, ro wound and murder many 
thouſand. People, innocent and inoffenſive in them- 
ſelves, but become Ememiegby adhering to the Go- 
vernment, and not aſſiſting the Rebellion. Theſe 
things they muſt have been forced to do, within a 
few Weeks after they firſt enter d on this Warfare; for 
when the little Money of their own had been ſpent, 
and the little which their Leaders would have been able 
to ſupply them wich, was alſo gone, what muſt they 
have done, but either Starved, or fallen to Plunder 
where-ever they came ? They had no Fund, no Tax- 
es to depend upon, nor Credit for Subſiſtence, nor 
Regular Pay to look for; Thoſe are all with the 
Government, and without them noArmy can continue 
together for any length of Time, without depriving 
every Body in their reach of all they have, and de- 
ſtroying all before them. Thus their Numbers 
would have made them able, and their Neceffitics 
made them willing, to bring upon the Country all 
the Calamities and Miſeries of Civil War, how little 
ſoever of all theſe Cruelties and Miſchiefs, they may 
ſay, they intended when firſt they entered on it. 
Things will have their natural and eaſy Conſequen- 
ces, whatever People may intend; and the beſt In- 
tentions in the World will excuſe no Man for the 
evil Confequences, if they are natural and eaſy ones, 
and ſuch I are uſually expected. But after all, will

paſſion, the ſtrange and hitherto unpracticed Cha. 
rity of publick Prayers and Tears, beſtowed upon 
the few State - Criminals that have fallen of late by 
the Hand of Law and Juſtice, this new and unuſual 
Tenderneſs I ſay, ſhewn rather for their Suffering: 
than their Sins, by ſuch as approve their Cauſe, 
would incline one to hope, that they would joyn 
with us, as they have Reaſon, in Thankſgiving to 
God, for putting ſo quick an end to this Rebellion, 
in which ſo many of their Husbands, Children, Fa- 
thers, Brothers, Kindred and Friends, might very 
probably have periſhed ; the Sword, as David faith, 
dewoureth one as well as another, and the loſs, and 
ſufferings of their Friends muſt needs have been con. 


fiderably great. And all good Men, who would un- 


queftionably have lamented the Ruin of ſo many 
Families, on either Side, will certainly. agree in 
thanking God, for the happy Accidents, that, by 
his Blefling, have prevented ſo much Miſchief, and 
the Death of ſo many Fellow-Subjeas, Men and 
Chriſtians, whether Friends or Enemies to the pre- 
ſent Eſtabliſhment. It is not eaſy for an unexperi- 
enced Heart to conceive, much leſs for the Tongue 
to expreſs, the Deſolations, Miſeries, and Calami- 
ties of a Civil War. And therefore the preventing 
U theſe Exils, is certainly the Matter of a ſerious and 
ncere Thankſgiving to Almighty God: Thar it is 
eed ſo, I have bitherto ſhewed you, upon ſup- 
ſition, that the King's Arms, might (as I think 
hey would) have been Victorious and Succeſsful at 
he laſt.

could eſcape them. Theſe are the Evils we have been 
delivered from, by the Succeſs it pleaſed God to crown 
the Arms and Counſels of the King with, in ſo ſoon 
ſuppreſſing the Rebellion. Theſe are the natural, uſual, 
and expected Conſequences of ſuch a War as this, 
had it gone on. They have not indeed, by God's good 
Providence, happened to us, and ſo we cannot be To 
ſenſibly affected with them, as we ſhould, had they 
come in view, and threatned us a little nearer.
